POLICE DISCUSS CASE 
AGAINST 24-YEAR-OLD 
CHARGED IN MURDER 
OF YALE STUDENT

Raymond Clark III appeared in court and was 
charged with murder Thursday hours after his 
arrest in the killing of a graduate student whose 
body was found stuffed in the wall of the research 
building where they both worked. 

Clark, 24, kept his head bowed during the 
three-minute appearance in the suffocation 
death of Annie Le, also 24. He didn’t enter a plea 
and said, “Tes, your honor,” when asked whether 
he understood his rights. The judge then set bail 
at $3 million and sent him to a holding cell. 

New Haven Police Chief James Lewis said 
Le’s death was a case of workplace violence and 
elaborated little except to say reports that the 
two had a romantic relationship were untrue “to 
my knowledge.” 


YALE STATEMENT 

Richard Levin, the president of Yale, released 
a statement shortly after the arrest, saying 
Clark’s employment history gave no indication 
he was capable of such a crime. “This incident 
could have happened in any city, in any 
university, or in any workplace. It says more 
about the dark side of the human soul than it 
does about the extent of security measures,” 
Levin said in a message sent to the Yale 
community. 



Clark was arrested earlier Thursday at a Super 
8 hotel in Cromwell, about 25 miles north of 
the campus, where he got a room shortly after 
being released from police questioning in Le’s 
death. 


Le was found dead on Sunday, her body hid- 
den in the basement wall of a building where she 
worked as a medical researcher, on the day she 
was to marry her college sweetheart, Columbia 
University graduate student Jonathan Widawsky 
The Connecticut medical examiner said 
Wednesday that Le died of “traumatic asphyxi- 
ation.” 

Authorities released no details on how she 
died, but traumatic asphyxiation could be con- 
sistent with a choke hold or some other form of 
pressure-induced asphyxiation caused by a hand 
or an object, such as a pipe. 

Clark was under constant surveillance after he 
was released, and police spent Wednesday night 
and Thursday morning staking out the Super 8 
hotel where Clark was staying. 


Google’s new paperback push

Google’s giving 2 million books in its digital library 
a chance to be reincarnated as paperbacks. 

As part of a deal announced Thursday, Google 
is opening up part of its index to the maker of a 
high-speed publishing machine that can manu- 
facture a paperback-bound book of about 300 
pages in under five minutes. The new service is 
an acknowledgment by the Internet search lead- 
er that not everyone wants their books served up 


on a computer or an electronic reader like those 
made byAmazon.com and Sony 

The “Espresso Book Machine” has been around 
for several years already, but it figures to become 
a hotter commodity now that it has access to so 
many books scanned from some of the world’s 
largest libraries. And On Demand Books, the 
Espresso’s maker, potentially could get access 
to even more hard-to-find books if Google wins 
court approval of a class-action settlement giving 


it the right to sell out-of-print books. 

In the background, some books that Google 
spent the past five years scanning into a digital 
format were returning to their paper origins. 

“It’s like things are coming full circle,” said 
Google spokeswoman Jennie Johnson. “This 
will allow people to pick up the physical copy of 
a book even if there may be just one or two other 
copies in some library in this country, or maybe 
it’s not even available in this country at all.”

IOC boss: 
Obama 
not able 
to show

International Olympic 
Committee President 
Jacques Rogge on 
Thursday further 
dampened any linger- 
ing speculation that 
President Obama 
would appear in 
Copenhagen next 
month to try to seal the deal for a 2016 Summer 
Games in Chicago. 

President Obama “explained to me the 
current political situation in Washington 
did not allow him to participate in the bid 
in Copenhagen,” Rogge said during an inter- 
national conference call with reporters 
Thursday 

Rogge was referring to a telephone conversa- 
tion he had with the president last week. “With 
a sense of humor, he said he’d send the best part 
of the couple,” Rogge said, “and that the first 
lady was the best stand-in for himself. He didn’t 
speak of coming himself.” 

Those remarks are in sync with Obama’s 
comments Wednesday, when he said he was 
sending “a more compelling superstar,” his 
wife, Michelle, to participate in Chicago’s final 
presentation to the IOC. He made the com- 
ments during a pro- Chicago rally on the White 
House’s South Lawn. 

While the IOC is honored by such appear- 
ances, they are “absolutely not a requirement 
of the IOC,” Rogge said Thursday 

The International Olympic Committee will 
choose a host city during an Oct. 2 meeting in 
Copenhagen. 

Chicago is in a tough competition 
with Rio de Janeiro, Madrid and Tokyo. 
In recent years, national leaders have trav- 
eled to the IOC meetings to help seal the 
deal — such as Tony Blair for the 2012 Summer 
Olympics in London and Vladimir Putin for 
the 2014 Winter Games in Sochi, Russia.

The search for an escaped “career offender” 
continued Thursday evening after dozens 
of law enforcement officers descended on a 
condo building in Arlington Heights hours 
before in an effort to locate him. 

Police with rifles entered a building in the 
2300 block of South Goebbert Road just 
before 3 p.m. Thursday searching for Robert 
Maday, 39, who police say escaped from cus- 
tody at about 9:45 a.m. after overpowering 
two Cook County investigators bringing him 
to the Rolling Meadows courthouse, authori- 
ties said. 

Maday allegedly took a gun and pants 
belonging to one of the investigators, drove 
off in their vehicle and abandoned it in Mt. 
Prospect, authorities said. He then allegedly 
commandeered an SUV and abandoned it in 
Arlington Heights. 

At least 20 police cars were parked at the 
Ashton condominium complex on Algonquin 
Road directly behind Boston Blackie’s restau- 
rant Thursday afternoon. Dozens of police, 


some wearing flak 
jackets and carrying 
rifles, surrounded the 
building. There also 
were snipers, SWAT 
team members and 
police dogs on the 
scene. 

Just before going 
in, a pickup truck 
carrying about five officers dressed in cam- 
ouflage and armed with rifles arrived. One 
officer covered in camouflage shrubbery 
carefully approached the building. 

Authorities from the U.S. Marshal’s office, 
FBI and officers from several departments, 
including Palatine, Elk Grove Village, 
Arlington Heights, Wheeling, Rosemont, 
Illinois State Police and Cook County sher- 
iff’s police were on the scene. 

Maday had previously lived in the building 
and may have chosen to return there, sources 
said. They believe he had been planning his 
escape for some time and believed he could 


overpower the investigators, one of whom is a 
retired Chicago police officer, the source said. 
One of the investigators began with the state’s 
attorney’s office in 1997 and the other in 1994. 

At a news conference Thursday, Ralph 
DeWitt, chief investigator for the Cook 
County state’s attorney’s office said Maday 
was sitting in the back seat with one of 
the investigators while the other was driv- 
ing. They were driving from the Kankakee 
County Jail. 

As they were driving on Interstate 90 
approaching Arlington Heights Road he 
managed to get the gun of the officer next to 
him, DeWitt said. 

At gunpoint, he got the other officer’s gun 
and ordered them to pull off the exit and drive 
to the Meijer store, 1301 Meijer Drive in Rolling 
Meadows. He also ordered them to give him 
the key to the shackles, DeWitt said. 

“He threatened them both with death and 
had them drive off the road,” said DeWitt. 
“This has been a horrendous experience for 
the investigators.”

City littered

Time to roll out the vacancy signs. The city Department of Buildings estimates there are 12,000 vacant 
buildings in Chicago. 

The department started a Web site four months ago to track vacancies. Residents can check for 
abandoned buildings near their home at cityofchicago.org/vacantbuildings. 

A RedEye search of the site found West Englewood has 476 vacant buildings, the most of 
any community area, as of Thursday afternoon. Other areas logged an average of fewer than 20 
vacancies. 

The site doesn’t include all the vacancies in Chicago, just the ones the city has taken action 
against or has received complaints about, Buildings Department spokesman Bill McCaffrey said. 
Building owners are required to register their property within 30 days after it becomes vacant under 
an ordinance passed last year by the City Council. The city has registered 4,506 properties since 
the ordinance took effect in November, McCaffrey said. 

The city defines a vacant building as a structure where people aren’t living or construction crews 
aren’t working. Signs of abandoned properties include boarded-up windows and doors, no evidence 
of electricity, an unkempt yard and realtor signs. Foreclosure, family disputes, death of the owner 
and slumlords are common reasons for vacancies, according to the city 

The Buildings Department said each month it responds to about 1,000 vacant property 
complaints, typically through 311 calls. 

After a resident complains, the Buildings Department inspects the property, and if 
it’s abandoned or used for criminal activity, it’s referred to the Circuit Court system. 
The city tries to identify the building owner who will secure, rehab, sell or raze the 
structure. If city standards for the building cannot be met, the court may order the 
building be secured or demolished. 

The city has demolished 175 buildings this year, McCaffrey said. The city esti- 
mates it spends between $5,000 to $14,000 a year to monitor and maintain 
vacant buildings, tswartz@tribune.com

The information on the city’s vacant buildings site includes 
inspection dates, code violations, scheduled court dates 
and previous court outcomes. There are eight categories for 
buildings. 

» Fast-track demo: This program allows the city to board, 
repair or demolish residential and commercial buildings of up 
to three stories or less that are vacant, open and constitute a 
hazard to the community. There are 2,780 buildings in fast-track 
demolition. 

» Conservation: A conservation bureau inspector may cite a 
building but then also refer it to the troubled buildings bureau for 
follow-up inspection. 

» 311 call: Buildings reported by a call to 311. 

» Demolition court: An inspector found violations and the city 
is demanding the site be repaired or demolished. There are 2,510 
sites in buildings court. 

» New construction: Sites under construction or repair. 

» Demolished: Buildings that have been demolished. 

» Board-up only: Sites boarded up by the city. 

» Wreck by owner: Buildings demolished by owners.

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A sign of 
the times 
at Jewish 
service 


When Chicago’s only Jewish 
Renewal community assembles 
at sundown Friday to usher in the 
High Holidays, its members will 
take the unusual step of welcom- 
ing worshipers for free. 

Instead of charging hundreds of 
dollars — as many Jewish congrega- 
tions do during the holidays, when 
services draw the largest crowds 
of the year— Makom Shalom has 
asked guests to donate money or 
non-perishable food only if they 
are able. 

The declining membership and 
ebbing economy facing many con- 
gregations makes Makom Shalom’s 
offer of free admission an extraor- 
dinary leap of faith. 

Historically, the High Holidays 
have been a time to shore up the 
budget. 

This year, the holidays will 
determine whether the congre- 
gation and the Jewish Renewal 
movement, which places a focus 
on faith and Jewish mystical prac- 
tices, can continue to exist in 
Chicago. 

“Spirituality is modeling fear- 
lessness, generosity and what we 
hope people will do in the broader 
world to address the economic sit- 
uation,” said Rabbi Chava Bahle of 
Makom Shalom. 

“We’re very hopeful that people 
will be inspired and not only do 
what they can during the holidays, 
but become part of the congrega- 
tion.”

Meet the mini T. Rex 


A Chinese fossil with a shady legal history landed on the 
doorstep of University of Chicago paleontologist Paul 
Sereno three years ago. It turned out to be a notable dis- 
covery: a 125 million-year-old dinosaur that looks like a 
smaller version of the most famous dinosaur of all, the 
65 million-year-old Tyrannosaurus rex. 

Sereno and five colleagues introduced Raptorex krieg- 
steini Thursday with an article in the online edition of the 
research journal Science. 

Raptorex is a big surprise to scientists— 
a 9 -foot-long, 150 -pound look-alike of the 
43-foot-long, 13,0 00 -pound Tyrannosaurus rex. 

Sereno calls Raptorex a “blueprint for a predator,” sport- 
ing a huge head, powerful jaws, outsized olfactory organs 


for acute sense of smell, tiny forelimbs, and horse-like rear 
legs to swiftly run down prey 

“We have now leap-frogged in our understanding of how 
Tyrannosaurus rex and its tyrannosaurid relatives came to 
be on the strength of one specimen that was almost lost 
to science,” he said. 

The specimen was illegally dug out of a fossil field in 
northeast China in the last decade, Sereno said, and sold 
into an illegal international black market for fossils. 

Seven years ago, Henry Kriegstein, a Massachusetts 
eye surgeon with an abiding love of dinosaurs, attended 
an Arizona fossil show where a dealer showed him pho- 
tos of the fossil, still in the block of rock as it was when 
pulled. 


Flu shots due locally by mid-October 


Illinois should receive its initial delivery of nearly 
2 million individual doses of H1N1 swine flu vaccines 
by mid-October, the Illinois Department of Public 
Health reported Thursday 
Health officials said in a statewide teleconference 
call that 1.5 million doses in the first shipment will 
go to 2,783 health provider sites outside Chicago. 


Slightly fewer than 500,000 doses will go to 1,045 
sites in Chicago. 

Those provider sites have each signed agreements 
with federal health authorities that they will vacci- 
nate only individuals in high-priority categories, 
including pregnant women, care-givers to infants 
younger than 6 months old, children and young 


people from 6 months to 24 years old, health-care 
workers, and 25- to 64-year-olds with serious underly- 
ing health problems. 

“Some schools may hold mass vaccinations, but 
that is a decision to be determined by school dis- 
tricts in conjunction local health departments,” said 
department spokeswoman Melaney Arnold.

WASHINGTON President Obama 
announced Thursday that he’s scrapping 
the Bush administration’s controversial mis- 
sile-defense shield, citing new intelligence 
that shows a diminished threat from the 
long-range Iranian missiles the system was 
supposed to guard against. 

Key components of the program were 
to be stationed in Poland and the Czech 
Republic. 

Obama’s shift in strategy appeared aimed 
in good part at Russia, which has vigorously 
opposed deploying the system near its west- 
ern borders. 


The U.S. apparently hopes the move will 
ease Moscow’s opposition to imposing tough 
new sanctions on Iran if talks on its nuclear 
weapons program fail. 

While he was canceling the system of 
interceptor missiles and tracking radars slat- 
ed for Eastern Europe, Obama said he had 
signed off on a new missile defense strategy 
that would be based on proven technologies 
and aimed more at the short- and medium- 
range missiles that Iran is thought to be 
developing. 

That, he said, would result in “stronger, 
smarter and swifter defenses of American 


forces and America’s allies.” 

Conservatives denounced the decision, 
saying that it called into question the U.S. 
commitment to allies in Eastern Europe and 
could embolden Russia. 

“Given the serious and growing threats 
posed by Iran’s missile and nuclear pro- 
grams, now is the time when we should look 
to strengthen our defenses, and those of our 
allies,” Sen. John McCain (R-Ariz.) said in a 
statement. “Missile defense in Europe has 
been a key component of this approach. I 
believe the decision to abandon it unilater- 
ally is seriously misguided.”

LAKE FOREST Bogged

Hillenmeyer suddenly has quite a task on his 
hands. 

All he has to do is replace Brian Urlacher. 
Nothing difficult about that, right? 

On the roster bubble just a few weeks ago, 
Hillenmeyer is taking over at middle linebacker 
for the Bears and stepping into one of the most 
storied defensive positions in the NFL after the 
six-time Pro Bowl pick suffered a season-end- 
ing wrist injury at Green Bay 

It’s Hillenmeyers job to solidify a posi- 
tion once manned by Dick Butkus and Mike 
Singletary, not to mention the guy who’s out, 
and help the Bears beat the defending champion 
Pittsburgh Steelers on Sunday at Soldier Field 
“My job is not to go try to be Brian Urlacher,” 
Hillenmeyer said. “My job is to go play the 
best I can. It’s not my burden, it’s the whole 
defense’s burden.” 


Yet, he knows he can’t escape the comparisons. 
He also realizes he has a big task at hand. And he 
hopes the results are better than they were when 
he filled in five years ago, when Urlacher missed 
seven games with a variety of injuries. 

What happened? 

“We went 0-7,” Hillenmeyer said. Actually, 
the Bears went 1-6, but who’s counting? 

The Bears insist they have the depth to com- 
pensate this time. 

“Hunter’s capable,” Pro Bowl linebacker 
Lance Briggs said. “Hunter’s very capable. 
More than capable. We’ve had good depth at 
our linebacker position.” 

Even though the Jay Cuder trade sent expec- 
tations soaring, the Bears were still counting on 
the defense to regain its dominant form after two 
mediocre seasons. They insist it’s still possible. 

“By no means does the fact that we feel we 
have a lot of weapons on offense lower the 
standard,” Hillenmeyer said. “We want to be as 
dominating as we’ve ever been. We feel like we 
have the guys to do that, even with the injuries 
that we have.” 


Derrick Brooks: 
Bears an option 

Although veteran linebacker Derrick Brooks 
agreed to a TV gig with ESPN2’s “First Take,” 
he still believes the Bears consider him an 
option after losing Brian Urlacher. 

Brooks, interviewed on WMVP-AM 1000’s 
“Waddle & Silvy” show Thursday, believes the 
chances of him ending up with the Bears are 
“high” based on his own optimism. 

“My understanding of the position that 
they’re in, and me knowing the personalities 
of Jerry [Angelo] and Lovie [Smith], they 
really want to evaluate the guys that 
are there this weekend to give them an 
opportunity to step in and fulfill the loss of 
not having Urlacher,” said Brooks, anil-time 
Pro Bowler. “And they’re going to take it from 
there, the evaluation process. I’m just grateful 
to be considered an option.” 

Brooks, 36, was a longtime member of the 
Tampa Bay Buccaneers and had Smith as his 
linebackers coach there.

MAGIC NUMBER? 

Having a list can serve as a dating action plan to help 
screen suitors, says Aurora-based psychotherapist 
Brian Rzepczynski. Daters should decide which 
qualities and traits go on the list, why they matter, and 
whether they are negotiable or non- negotiable, he 
said. 

Generally, people have a list of 8 to 12 deal-breakers, 
he said. Any more is too picky, and hardly any means 
they may not be aware of what their needs are, he 
said.

“When you start making a laundry list, that’s 
when you stay single,” said Patti Stranger of Bravo’s 
“Millionaire Matchmaker.”

She 
suggests daters look for five characteristics in their 
mates— and no more than two should be physical 
traits.

ages of 28 and 32 who likes to travel and is not 
a smoker. But he’s flexible on age and if she has

Says paperless option 
will keep middlemen 
out of resale market

LOS ANGELES Ticketmaster Entertainment has 
developed a new way to resell tickets that shuts 
out the brokers and scalpers it has long scorned, 
and instead keeps the profits for itself, musi- 
cians and venue owners. 

The system relies on Ticketmaster’s “paper- 
less” platform, which makes customers prove 
their purchase by showing a credit card and ID 
when they arrive at an event. Without paper 
tickets, there’s nothing for scalpers to resell. 

Now with its new exchange system, 
Ticketmaster has come up with a way to let 
buyers resell a paperless ticket, while still cut- 
ting out ticket-resale leader StubHub and other 
brokers. That gives Ticketmaster a chance to 
capture more of the so-called secondary mar- 
ket, which generates greater fees and profits per 
ticket, although fans sometimes feel ripped off. 

Paperless tickets still account for fewer than 
i percent of all ticket sales, said analyst Brett 
Harriss of Gabelli & Co. 


But that could be changing. Prominent musi- 
cians, such as Miley Cyrus and even former 
Ticketmaster critics Bruce Springsteen and 
Nine Inch Nails’ Trent Reznor, have taken up 
Ticketmaster’s paperless tickets. Nine Inch 


Nails’ Web site called the move “an effort to 
keep tickets in the hands of the fans and out of 
the hands of brokers/scalpers.” 

The resale system debuted this month at 
Penn State’s football season opener and is like- 


ly headed for other collegiate stadiums. The 
university’s trial of the system cut reselling dra- 
matically, partly because a cap was put on the 
price for which tickets could be resold. 

Penn State capped the number of games 
students could resell at six. It also limited the 
resale price per game to $60, or about twice 
the face value and fees on the original tickets. 
That capped a reseller’s potential profit at $120, 
counting fees paid to Ticketmaster, as opposed 
to nearly $1,200 in the past. 

Just 965 students chose to resell their tickets 
for the season opener against Akron on Sept. 5, 
and the average resale price was just $39.61, said 
associate athletic director Greg Myford. 

Artists or venue owners will determine 
whether an event with paperless ticketing 
makes use of the new exchange system, said 
Dave Scarborough, Ticketmaster’s executive 
vice president of technology 

StubHub, a subsidiary of eBay, said the setup 
limited options for fans. 

“We don’t think fans are excited about the lack 
of choice and the lack of options outside of the 
Ticketmaster wall,” said StubHub spokesman 
Andy Pray “It limits the choices for fans if they 
want to resell or pass them along the chain.”

Here are 
tips from nutritionists on staying away from empty calories after dark: 


» Clean your teeth. Right after dinner, brush 
with mint toothpaste or swirl around some 
mouthwash. This can signal the brain that 
you’re done eating for the day and also reduce 
cravings for treats. If it helps, repeat this 
several times a night. 

» Close up the kitchen. As soon as you’ve 
cleaned up from dinner, turn out the lights, 
put all leftovers away and shut any doors.

compress, nonlatex gloves, hydrocortisone ointment, scissors, roller 
bandages, sterile gauze pads, a non-mercury thermometer, tweezers 
and a first-aid instruction booklet.

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A decade past 'Rushmore,' Schwartzman hits stride

“Can I do a flashback?” asks Jason 
Schwartzman. 

The 29 -year-old actor and musician is chat- 
ting over coffee, sitting in a Manhattan hotel 
lobby almost Zen-like, but full of questions and 
curiosity He clearly relishes conversation, pur- 
suing any tangents with a lively interest: 

» Words he hates: “vibe, journey and voice.” 

» The “amazingness” of math: “Logic plus 
logic equals the illogical. Do you know what I 
mean?” 

» The previous night’s Steelers game: “The 
[bleep] has pretty much hit the fan.” 

Schwartzman’s storytelling is vibrant, 
abstract and often not chronological. And at 
this particular moment, everything seems to 
relate back to the past. Schwartzman made 
his film debut 11 years ago in Wes Anderson’s 
“Rushmore” as Max Fischer, the spectacled, 
love-crazed, eminently intrepid teenage mis- 
fit— easily one of the most remarkable first 
stabs at movie acting. 

“I can’t express enough to you how bizarre 
that experience was,” Schwartzman recalls. 
“It was like a drive-by shooting, but a positive 
one.” 

Playing such a particular part at a young age 


(he was a senior in high school) seemed just the 
kind of role that might be difficult to grow out 
of. But since then, Schwartzman has made few 
missteps and given several strong performances 


in such films as “Marie Antoinette” and “The 
Darjeeling Unlimited.” 

But 2009 is shaping up to be especially 
good for Schwartzman. He played a memo- 


rable smarmy supporting role in Judd Apatow’s 
“Funny People” and he lends his voice to 
Anderson’s animated “Fantastic Mr. Fox,” 
which comes out in November. 

His highest-profile work, though, is starring 
in the new HBO series, “Bored To Death.” He 
plays a Brooklyn writer, Jonathan Ames, who 
after splitting up with his girlfriend (and read- 
ing a Raymond Chandler novel) decides to post 
a message on Craigslist offering his services as a 
private detective. 

He’s no expert, but he’s no Clouseau, either. 
Ames may fall asleep on a stakeout or fall too 
easily for a femme fatale, but with earnestness 
and a strident belief in love, he somehow seems 
to solve cases. (He’s also got some help from his 
magazine editor, played in scene-stealing fash- 
ion by Ted Danson, and a friend, played by Zach 
Galifianakis.) 

“The characters that I’ve been lucky enough 
to play I would say all want something really 
badly I typically find that they’re at make-or- 
break moments,” Schwartzman said. 

“I’ve been in that situation a lot personally, 
so I’m very attracted to it. I like people that 
are so close to falling apart in order to get it 
together.”

Matt Damon was thrilled eight years ago when Steven Soderbergh asked 
him to play a tubby oddball with a self-destructive talent for spinning 
colossal lies. 

At the time, Damon feared he had used up the good will from his one 
certified Hollywood grand slam on “Goodwill Hunting,” a commercial hit 
that earned him a best-actor Academy Award nomination and an Oscar for 
the screenplay he wrote with buddy Ben Affleck. 

“Ocean’s Eleven,” the first installment in Soderbergh’s heist trilogy fea- 
turing George Clooney, Brad Pitt and Damon, had not yet come out. 

And Damon was mired in his fourth round of reshoots for the long- 
delayed action thriller “The Bourne Identity” that, at the time, showed 
all the signs of another turkey, the last thing he needed after his string 
of duds “The Legend of Bagger Vance,” ‘All the Pretty Horses” and the 
animated adventure “Titan A.E.” 

“I was about as cold as you can be in Hollywood,” Damon, 38, said in an 
interview at the Toronto International Film Festival, where Soderbergh’s 
“The Informant!” played in advance of its theatrical release Friday. “He 
calls me out of the blue and says, ‘I have something for us to work on, and 
it’s this incredible story with this incredible character.’ ” 

Soderbergh saw Damon as the ideal choice to play Mark Whit acre, an 
executive who became an FBI whistle-blower in the 1990s to expose a 
price-fixing scheme at corporate giant Archer Daniels Midland. Whitacre 
went undercover for two and a half years, wearing wires to build a case 
about his company’s collusion with competitors. 

Through it all, Whitacre also gradually revealed his own embezzle- 
ment, the amounts of money involved absurdly rising as one lie was 
uncovered and he made up a fresh one to take its place. While federal 
officials secured convictions against two other top Archer Daniels 
Midland executives, Whitacre wound up doing nine years in prison in 
the very scheme he helped expose. 

It’s a surprising turn for Damon, who packed on 30 pounds for the 
role, and his boyish good looks are concealed beneath stiff hair, thick 
moustache and corny Midwestern suit and tie. 

“The Informant!” is based on Kurt Eichenwald’s book, a serious 
account ofWhitacre’s story As a straight drama, Soderbergh felt it would 
rehash Russell Crowe’s whistle-blower tale “The Insider.” 

So the filmmakers centered on the incredulity factor ofWhitacre’s 
story and how he managed to string along his FBI handlers with one 
fib after another. Damon figures the absurdist approach makes “The 
Informant!” an easier sell to audiences weary of hearing about corporate 
greed and corruption amid the economic meltdown. 

“It’s a comedy,” he said, “so I think people enjoy it more and will be 
in a position to listen to what the movie’s saying because it’s more light- 
hearted.”

Phil Lord easily sums up how he and his 
longtime creative partner, Chris Miller, have 
become successful. 

“We’ve made a career out of being in over our 
heads,” he said, talking about how their feature 
debut as writers and directors is the ambitious- 
ly outsized 3-D animated film “Cloudy With a 
Chance of Meatballs,” opening Friday 

The 1978 children’s book from which it is 
adapted had only a spare story, so Miller and 


Lord created a plot involving a struggling young 
inventor (voiced by Bill Hader) who discards his 
malfunctioning water-to-food machine only to 
discover it works all too well when the skies 
spill all manner of edibles. His creation seems a 
boon to his struggling hometown, as well as to a 
weathergirl with larger aspirations (Anna Faris), 
until things go haywire. 

Miller and Lord started working together 
while both were at Dartmouth College, later 
moving to L.A. to develop animation projects 


for Disney They placed their animated “Clone 
High” on MTV and moved on to working on 
a string of sitcoms as writers and producers, 
including the first season of “How I Met Your 
Mother.” 

‘Animation is just another way of telling 
a story,” said Miller of how they’ve bounced 
between live-action and animated comedy 
“The medium is less important than the story 
we’re trying to tell and the funniest way to tell 
it. Animation is awesome because there’s a real- 
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Lord 

ly bold type of comedy you can get away with 
that you couldn’t get away with in live action, a 
broader, campier style.” 

In addition to Hader and Faris, the film’s 
voice -cast is populated with a startlingly 
hip group of performers that includes Andy 
Samberg, James Caan, Lauren Graham, Neil 
Patrick Harris, Mr. T and Bruce Campbell. 
The directors’ attention to the odd detail led 
to small references from the original book— a 
boy in Groucho Marx glasses, a man in a bath- 
tub caught in a tornado— and Lord and Miller 
also spent a lot of time imagining the various 
foodstuffs that would pummel the town. 

“We tried to do as progressive a version of 
a mainstream family movie as possible,” Lord 
said. “We tried to push the envelope in every 
area that people could stomach and deliver the 
craziest movie the studio would allow ... But 
then there’s a flying roast chicken and Mr. T 
running around.”

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Theron bares all in 
‘The Burning Plain’

Guillermo Arriaga’s “The Burning Plain” is a slow-simmer sort 
of film, taking every moment of its nearly two hours to bring 
its story of two families connected by tragedy to a boil. But it 
takes just 20 seconds to expose— literally, EXPOSE— its star, 
Charlize Theron. 

Oh, yes, the gorgeous former model is naked. 

But the scene leaves you far more uneasy than aroused. As 
mysterious loner Sylvia, Theron cuts a harsh, flawed figure in 
the cold, bluish light of morning. “Get out,” she snaps to a 
man sleeping in her bed. 

And she doesn’t bother saying goodbye when he leaves. 

“When I read the script I thought it was a great opening 
to the character,” Theron said of her stark introduction. “%u 
start asking questions immediately as soon as you see it. ... 
‘Who is this woman? Who would be that cold to the man that 
she wakes up with?’ ” 

Playing unlikable characters is nothing new to Theron, 
who won an Oscar in 2004 for her physically and emo- 
tionally unflattering turn as serial killer Aileen Wuornos in 
“Monster.” 

The role of Sylvia gave Theron a chance to star in the direc- 
torial debut of Arriaga, who is best known as the screenwriter 


for the acclaimed indies ‘Amores Perros” and “21 Grams.” The 
movie, which opens Friday, cuts between the story of Sylvia 
and that of two families living in a small town near the border 
of New Mexico and Mexico. Another plotline involves a plane 
crash that leaves a little girl facing the possibility of losing her 
only caregiver, her father. 

“Guillermo really writes how we think,” Theron said. 

Publicly, Sylvia is a graceful, whip-smart restaurateur, but 
privately she is drowning in a sea of self-destruction. “How can 
she run a restaurant and behave how she is?” Theron asked. 
“She just had a terrible accident happen in her life, and it really 
sort of marked her. I like that not everything is answered. ... 
You want to live in a society that is dealt with and done with, 
and that’s not life. Life is not done with and dealt with.” 

Theron is often as terse as her character when talking about 
her life and her work, which lately has included producing a 
slate of movies and even TV pilots under the banner of her 
production company Denver and Delilah Films (named for 
her two dogs). 

Ask her what a day in the life of Charlize Theron is like and 
she’ll answer: “I work. I have an office. I have a whole team of 
people. ... I don’t ever want to have my days pass me and be 
80 and go, ‘{Bleep}, where did it all go?’ ”
